HELPFUL

THE SICK. 


Make the tray as attractive as pos­ 
sible, using dishes which look well 
with the food, when it is possible. 
If 
dishes and food fight in color it may 
teem of no importance, but often a 
sick person is peculiarly sensitive to 
clashing colors. A well arranged tray 
will appeal to the eye and a fickle 
appetite is often coaxed into 
eating 
simply because the food looks good. 
Fashions in foods change, but the 
fashion of serving food that is hot, in 
hot covered dishes, iced foods in cold 
dishes, is not likely to change. 
If possible, serve the tea or coffee 
In a pot, as an invalid, if able, likes 
to pour out the beverage and sweeten 
it to taste. 
Never serve large amounts to an 
invalid, or fill a glass more than two- 
thirds full; there are several reasons 
for this. A glass is not easily handled 
if full, by an unsteady hand, and too 
large an amount may discourage the 
patient from even trying the dish, if 
he thinks he is expected to eat it all. 
Even when a patient is so recovered 
that it is necessary to feed him lav­ 
ishly, one must use judgment in over- 
serving. 
All food and dishes should be at 
once removed from the sick 
room. 
Poth food and water absorb impuri­ 
ties. 
A bit of green or a flower or two on 
the tray or in a small 
vase 
adds 
much to its appearance. 
Never under 
anv 
circumstances, 
without a physician’s advice, 
give 
liquor in any form. 
Many consider 
egg nog ineffective without liquor, but 
It may be much mor# so with fruit 
juices or a dash of nutmeg or vanilla. 
Mulled 
Buttermilk.—Thicken 
one 
cup of cteam with two tablespoonfuls 
of flour; cook until smooth. 
A d d a 
tablespoonful of sugar to the butter­ 
milk and heat to the boiling point, 
beating all the while with the dover 
egg beater, then stir in the cream and 
cook a few minutes. Pour over a well- 
beaten egg and serve.

Curious White Island. 
W hat Is perhaps the most extraordi­ 
nary island in the world is that which 
ies thirty miles to the northeast of 
New Zealand. 
White Island is an 
enormous mass of rock nearly three 
miles in circumference, rising 900 feet 
above the sea, and is perpetually en­ 
veloped in dark clouds that are visible 
for nearly IOO miles.

On one side of this lake are 
craters from which 
steam 
escapes 
w ith great force and noise. This steam 
and the vapor from the lake form the 
dark clouds that envelop the island.

To the Officers and Members of the 
Farmers Union: 
The secret of the constant tide from 
the country to the city is that the 
young man 
and 
woman—often the 
man and woman of mature years 
is 
on a search for that amusement or di­ 
version which is too often lacking on 
the farm. 
The one way to counteract ti e ten­ 
dency—permanently—is to find on the 
farm some substitute for the recrea­ 
tions that lure the man from the coun­ 
try to the city. 
Until this is done, 
all the preachments 
in 
the world 
about the “beauty of country life,” 
and the “duty of the farmer to feed 
the world,” will not touch the prob­ 
lem. 
In the city, the average country boy 
or girl gets perhaps a dollar or two a 
week more in actual money than he or 
she could earn on the farm. And this 
difference is speedily 
eaten 
up in 
board bills, In frivolous amusements, 
and, too frequently, In 
dissipations 
that unfit the participant either for 
toll or future usefulness. 
You hear 
a great deal about the boy or girl who 
goes from the country to the city 
and makes a huge success. You hear 
little or nothing about the incom­ 
parably larger number who go to the 
city and either go through life semi- 
failures or absolute wrecks on the 
shores of competition for which they 
have not been fitted. 
Recently I have been much Inter­ 
ested in the study of the reports of 
vice commissions, issued Ijy the va­ 
rious cities. In many cases they show 
that the poor wages paid girls in de­ 
partment and other stores—and many 
of these girls come direct from the 
country or from small towns—are re­ 
cruited by the wages of a life of 
shame. 
There is this feature to be 
considered by the father or mother 
who knows that the son or the daugh­ 
ter is listening to the lure of the city. 
Amusements of a wholesome nature 
can and should be provided in the 
country. 
I do not say that on every 
farm, or in every rural community, it 
is possible to even approximately du­ 
plicate the myriad lights, or the thea­ 
ters or the other resorts that go to 
make up the life of a metropolis. But 
the monotony of farm life can be re­ 
lieved and the farm routine itself 
given a new' meaning by a little In­ 
genuity and perseverance. 
I regard 
the introduction of such amusements 
as among the factors Indispensable to 
the solution of the so-called "rural 
problem," about which so many people 
vigorously 
preach. 
Let them 
turn 
their efforts slightly in this direction. 
The returns will be perceptible.

MAYOR'S PROCLAMATION. 


===== 


Whereas, the Directors of the Decatur Commercial Club, at a meeting held on June l l , 1912, called a 
mass meeting of the business men and citizens of Decatur to assemble at the court house on Thursday night, 
June 13, 1912, to consider various matters of general public interest; and 
Whereas, at said mass meeting a resolution was adopted unanimously, that for the purpose of fore­ 
stalling and preventing ail outbreak of typhoid or malarial fever, the city of Decatur should be thoroughly 
cleaned up and kept clean at least till the fever season shall have passed; 
Therefore, I, H. L- Ward, mayor of said City of Decatur, Texas, 
by virtue of the authority in me 
vested, and in compliance with the resolution of the people of the said city above referred to, hereby designate 


Tuesday, June 25th, 1912, 


as Clean-up Day in said City of Decatur; and every householder in said city, and every person having in his 
charge or under his control, as agent or otherwise, any unoccupied premises in said city, is hereby directed 
and required to have the premises occupied or controlled by him or her thoroughly cleaned up and disinfected 
and put in a sanitary condition and to cut and dispose of the weeds on said premises on or before Tuesday, 
June 25, 1912, so as to have the premises ready for the inspection of the city marshal and.the city health officer 
on Wednesday, June 26, 1912; and said officers are required to swrear out complaint against all persona - y,k> 
may have failed or refused to comply with or who may have violated any of the sanitary ordinances of said 
City of Decatur. 
Section 5 makes it the duty of the city marshal or the city health officer to file complaint against any 
person or persons violating any provision of the ordinances above referred to. 
Section 6 provides that in case any person guilty of maintainingfor permitting a nuisance in said city, 
on, premises controlled by him or her, fails or refuses to abate the same, then the city marshal shall proceed to 
abate it and the cost thereof shall be added to the penalties prescribed for maintaining or permitting said nub 
sauce, and every day shall be a separate offense.

Statement by Dr. A. C. Bramlitt, City Health Officer. 


Referring to the city ordinances above referred to by Mayor Ward, I respectfully call attention to this 
language in section I, namely: “ Or anything likely to become offensive or injurious to the health of the inhab- 
tants of the City of Decatur,’’ etc. 
This language covers patches of weeds which constitute breeding and hid­ 
ing places for flies and mosquitos, the two greatest menaces to health that we have to combat. 
Therefore, in 
order to put any premises in a sanitary condition, it is absolutely necessary to cut the weeds and burn them or 
remove them from said premises. 
Open cisterns, rainwater barrels or other vessels in which water is kept, or may be caught from rains, 
soon become the breeding places of myriads of mosquitos, and all suMi vessels must be kept securely screened 
from mosquitos, and all pools must be either drained or kept covered with crude oil. 
Notice also that the above ordinances do not stop with requiring you to CLEAN your premises but also 
require you to DISINFECT them and keep them so; and the next to the last paragraph of section 3 specifies 
hog pens, cow and horse lots and stables, and all these must be kept clean and disinfected.

a Proposition From the Commercial Club. 


In co operation with his honor, Mayor Ward, anc! Dr. Bramlitt, our City Health Officer, the Commer­ 


c i a l C l u b will have a mowing machine cut the weeds on the streets of the city and will engage wagons to go 
forth on Wednesday, JCine 26th, and haul to the city dumping ground all trash and rubbish that shall be neatly 
piled up or otherwise conveniently arranged for quick and easy loading. 
We advise that all weeds be cut sev- 
ral days in advance and be permitted to lie where cut till dry enough to burn, then raked and burned, together 
with all other trash that can be burned without producing an offensive odor; so that the bulk to be hauled away 
will be as small as possible. 
All persons able to pay for the hauling will be^expected to pay the wagon 25 cts., 
and the club will pay for all who are notable to pay. 
For the purpose of keeping the premises clean and sanitary with little trouble and expense after they are 
once cleaned, we advise the following measures: 
1st.—Hang an old grain bag on a nail or the top of a picket in some convenient place in the back yard 
into which all cans, bottles, broken tableware, crockery, etc., may be put daily. 
2nd.—Keep a bucket, keg or box of carbolated lime in the closet with an old dipper or tin cup in it, 
and let every person that visits the closet dust a little of the lime into the vault. 
Also prepare a large box or a 
small pit into which the cow and horse manure may be shoveled night and morning, and cover same with wire 
screen or old grain bags tacked upon a strong frame made to fit the box or pit snug enough to keep out flies 
and mosquitos; for the flies lay their eggs on fresh, warm manure of man or beast 
The Cicero Sfciith Lumber 
Co. have the carbolated lime at 50 cents a bag. 
3rd.—Keep all slop, dishwater, garbage, etc., covered from flies and dump same into the manure box or 
pit above described. 
4th.--S ee that no old boxes, bins, barrels or other dark places remain about the premises to furnish hid­ 
ing places for flies and mosquitos in the day time, and sweep and rake up and burn all trash once a week. 
The expense of providing these precautions and daily attention to them will not be one tenth the cost of 
medicines and medical attention to the cases of sickness they will prevent, to say nothing of the comfort and 
self respect they will engender.
